EXTRACT of General Inftruétions to the Governor General and Council ; 
dated 29th March 1774. 


Par, i. ND Firft, after earneftly recommending to you the moft perfect Harmony among‘ 
yourfelves, as an Objeét of the higheft Concern to the Profperity of the Company, 

and the due Execution of the great Truft repofed in you, we direét, that you fix your Attention 

to the Prefervation of Peace throughout India, and to the Security of the Pofleflions and Revenues 

of the Company. - ° 

2. We direét, that you affemble in Council Twice in every Week, and that all the Members be 
duly fammoned’;-that-the-Correfpondence with the Princes, or Country Powers in India, be carried 
on by the Governor General only ; but thar all Letters-to-be fent by him, be firft approved in Coun- . D 
cil, and that he lay before the Council, at their next Meeting, all Letters received by him in the 
Courte of fuch Correfpondence, for their Information: We likewife direét, that a Copy of fuch 
Parts of the Country Correfpondence be communicated to our Board of Trade (to be conftituted 
as hereinafter mentioned) as may anyways relate to the Bufineís of their Department. 

3. As it is now become unlawful for the Prefidents and Councils of our other Settlements to 
make Peace or War with any Indian Powers, or to conclude any Treaties with fuch Powers, without 
your Confent or Approbation, except in Cafes of imminent Neceffity, or where they fhall have 
received fpecial Orders from the Company ; we direét, that you attentively view the general Pof- 
ture of our Affairs in India, refpecting the Country Powers, their Interefts, and probable Connexions 
with each other, with us, and other European*Nations ; and that you take fuch Meafures as 
{hall upon the Whole be moft conducive to our general Interet; and in all your Deliberations 
and Refolutions, that you make the Safety and Profperity of Bengal your principal Objeét : And 
in all Treaties with Indian Powers, or Conventions with European Nations, whereby our Com- 
merce can be affected, we direct, that before any fuch Treaties fhall be agreed to by you, you 
take the Opinion of our Board of Trade thereon in Writing. 

4. As the Welfare of the Company muft ina great Meafure depend on the proper Manage- 
ment of their commercial Affairs in Bengal, and particularly on receiving well-chofen Inveftments ; 
in order that thofe valuable Purpofes may be anfwered, we have judged it expedient to eftablifh a 
Board of Trade; and thinking it incumbent on us to avail ourfelves of the Abilities and Expe- 
rience of our late Council, we therefore direct, that Samuel Middleton, William Alderfey, John 
Reed, Philip Milner Dacres, Thomas Lane, James Lawrell, Henry Goodwin, John Graham 
William Lambert, George Vanfittart, and Nicholas Grueber, being our Eleven fenior Civil Gen 


vants, be our Board of Trade, for managing, conducting, and tranfacting our Trade and Com- 4 
merce in Bengal, Bahar, and Orifla: And we hereby empower our faid Board of Trade to appoint = 
fubordinate Officers and Agents under them, from amongft our covenanted Servants only; and S 
to fufpend or remove any fuch Officers or Agents, when they (hall find it neceffary for our egen : 


fo to do. But in every Appointment made by our Board of Trade, we direct, that they do not 
require any Perfon who fhall be employed by the Governor, General and Council in the Collec- 
tion or Management of the Revenues, to execute any Office under the faid Board; it being our 
ee that none of our Servants fhall hold Employments in thofe different Departments at the 
ame Time,

12. That in cafe of Sicknefs of the Prefident, or of his being unavoidably prevented from 
attending at any Meeting of the Board of Trade, the fenior Member who may Chen be prefent 
do take the Chair, and that the Board do thereupon proceed to the Difpatch of Bufinefs. 

13. That there be paid to the Prefident of our Board of Trade, Two thoufand Pounds Sterling 
per Annum, and to each of the other Members of the faid Board, One thoufand Five hundred 
Pounds per Annum, by Quarterly Payments; which Sums are to be in lieu of Commiffion upon 
the Revenues, and in full for Salary, Diet Money, and every Emolument, except fuch Advantages 
as may arife from carrying on a legal Trade, and the ufual Commiffion to the Prefident on Coral 
and Diamonds, which we direct to be given to him. 

14. We hereby direét, that you iffue from Time to Time,- to our Board of Trade, fuch Sums 
of Money as they £hall require, in order to make the ufual Advances to the Aurungs, and for 
all neceffary Payments refpecting the Company's Inveftment, or other Difburfements in their 
Department, 

15. We direct, that in the Colle@tion and Management of the Revenues, you continue fuch of 

our Servants as are, or have been employed with Reputation in that Department; and that you 
leave under the Direétion Of our Board of Trade thofe of our Servants whom they may: report to 
you as fkiiled in the Provifion of the Company’s Inyeltment. 
_ 16. When you take into Confideration the Salaries to be allowed to the Officers employed in the 
Revenue Department, we recommend the ftriételt (Economy, and direét, that no greater Salaries 
be eftablithed, than the Importance of their feveral Stations may render neceffary ; which Salaries 
are to be deemed provifional only, until they fhall have received our Approbation.

21. As it hath frequently happened in our Intercourfe with the Native Manufacturers of Bengal; 
that, by Reafon of Advances made to them at the Beginning, they have been largely indebted to us at 
the Clofe of the Seafon, itis our exprefs Direction, that you afford effe&ual Affiftance to our Board 
of Trade for obtaining full Payment of all outftanding Debts due from the Natives of Bengal to 
the Company, upon Application made by our Board of Trade to you for that Purpofe. - 

22. And as the Agents of Foreign Companies, Free Merchants, and others; may greatly embarrafs 
our Board of Trade in the Provifion of our Inveftments, by obtaining from the Company’s 
Manufacturers the Goods manufactured by Means of our Advantes, we direét, that you forthwith 
form fuch Regulations as fhall effectually guard our Property againft Attempts of this Nature. ` ` 

23. We direét, that fo foon as poffible after the Arrival of thefe our Orders and Inftruétions at 
“Fort William, you fummon Samuel ` Middleton, William Alderfey; John Reed, Philip 
Milner Dacres, Thomas Lane, James Lawrell, Henry Goodwin, John Graham, William 
Lambert, George Vanfittart, and Nicholas Grueber, being our Eleven fenior Civil Servants, to 
affemble within Thirty Days at Calcutta; and that you deliver to them an authenticated Copy of 
thefe our Inftruétions. And it is our Order, that our faid Servants, immediately upon Receipt of fuch 
Copy, do forthwith proceed to carry into Execution fuch Parts as anyways relate to the Eftablifh- 
ment or Conduét of a Board of Trade in Bengal. ' 

24. Having thus communicated to you our Ideas on the Subject of the Company’s Inveftments 
under the Direétion of a Board of Trade, we molt earneftly recommend, that you cordially untte with. 
our Servants in that Department, and that you afford them every Affiftance in your Power, In 
order to enable them to anfwer the effential Purpofes intended by their Appointment. 

25. As we have never permitted our Governor and Council, or our Select Committee in Bengal, to 
admit Europeans into our Service, unlefs by the Appointment of the Court of Directors, nor to licenfe 
fee Merchants; free Mariners, or others to refide in India, we exprefsly direct, that you do not, 
on any Account, or under any Prétence-whatfoever; fufer-any European to hold any Poft, or to 
exercife any Office in our Service, Civil or Military, who fhall not have been appointed” or admit- 
ted into the Company’s Service by the exprefs Authority of the Court of Directors. - 

26. You will obferve, that by the before-mentioned Act you are required to correfpond with 
the Court of Direétors from Time to Time, -and conftantly and diligently to tranfmit to them exact 
Particulars of all Advices or Intelligence, and of all Tranfaétions and: Matters, that fhall come to 
your Knowledge, relating to the Government, Commerce, Revenues, or Intereft of the Company š 
and that the Court of Direétors are required, within Fourteen Days after the Receipt of any fuch 
Letters or Advices, to deliver in-to the Lords of the Treafury, a Copy of fuch Parts of the faid 
Letters or Advices as fhall any way relate to the Management of the Company’s Revenues; and im. 
like Manner to deliver in to one of His Majefty’s principal Secretaries of State, a Copy of all fuch 
Parts of the faid Letters and Advices as fhall any way relate to their Civil and Military Affairs 
and Government: In order, therefore, to enable us to comply with the Directions of the faid At, 
we hereby order and direét, that you tranfmit to us, by every Ship, an exaét Copy, and a Dupli 
cate by the next Conveyance, of all fuch Parts of your Letters and Advices as are by this Law 
directed to be delivered to the Lords of the Treafury, and to His Majefty’s Secretary of State, re-

yu E Prefident lays before the Committee, the following Extract of a Letter received from 

Colonel Callaud: ` S 

** Enfign Stables’s Conduét, as an Officer, in the late Affair againtt the Carrackpore Rajah, deferves 

much Praife ; and it is fo much to his Advantage, that I mutt give you a hort Detail of it, from 

which I am perfuaded you will think -he deferves public Thanks. I 

“ The Rajah’s Buxey came and encamped with 2000 Horfe and Foot, within a Cofs and Half of 
Mongeer. Stables had with ‘him Three Companies of Sepoys, the Nabob’s Europeans and 
Topafles, about 50 or 60, and-our Mogul Horfe, about 200; with thefe he fet out about One 
o'Clock of the Morning, and attacked the Rajah’s Camp: He met there with fome Lofs, as he 
was obliged to force a Caruer and fome Intrenchments ; when he got in, he foon drove them, 
and killed them about roo Men. The Day by this began to break, and findiñg his People in 
Spirits, and defirous to follow his Blow, he marched after them the Road to Carrackpore; within 
nt a Cofs or Two of the Village, the Rajah himfelf came out with a freh Reinforcement, rallied 
the Runaways, and prefented a fair Battle to Stables on the Plain. On this Stables formed his 
{mall Body, made a very pretty Difpofition, by which he took the Rajah’s Army in Flank, and 
once more put them to the Rout. Encouraged by this further Succefs, he followed them to the 
Village, where they again rallied, and made a very obftinate Defence at the Rajah’s Houfe, 
where he met with his greateft Lofs, but where he compleated his Victory, by a vigorous and 
“ bold Puth. The Enemy then run in earneft, and left him Mater of the Place, which he had 
reduced to Afhes, and returned the next Morning to Mongeer, after a Day of no {mall Fatigue, 
having marched Twelve Cofs, and engaged the Enemy Three Times. There is not lefs Merit 
in his Aétion, than Modefty in his telling it: He only came out laft Year a Volunteer to 
Madras, and 1 brought him down to Bengal. A Paragraph in a General Letter, to his Advantage, . 
and defired to be communicated to him by the Commanding Officer of the Army, is, I think, 
“ his juft Reward, and will (timulate others to deferve by their Behaviour fuch pleafing Marks of 
* public Approbation.”

Par. 179. In order to obviate the Inconveniencies that might arife to our Servants, by fuddenly put- 
ting an entire Stop to their Remittances, we do allow you, for the Seafon only after the Receipt hereof; 
that is, until the Difpatch of the laft Ship in the Beginning of the Year 1769, to draw upon us iri 
their Behalf, at Ninety Days Sight, for a Sum not exceeding Seventy thoufand Pounds Sterling, at

The King has been gracioufly pleafed to grant unto the Englifh Eaft India Company the Dewati 
neefhip of Bengal, Bahar, and Oriffa, as a free Gift for ever; and I, having an entire Confidence in 
them, and in their Servants fettled in this Country, that nothing whatever be propofed, or carried 
into Execution by them, derogating from my Honour, Interet, and the Good of my Country, do 
therefore, for the better conduéting the Affairs of the Soubahdarry, and promoting my Honour and 
Intereft, and that of the Company, in the beft Manner, agree, that the protecting the Provinces of 
Bengal, Bahar, and Oriffa, and the Force fufficient for that Purpofe, be entirely left to their Di- 
reétion and good Management, in Confideration of their paying the King Shah Aalum, by monthly 
Payments, as by Treaty agreed on, the Sum of Rupees Two Lacks Sixteen thoufand Six hundred 
and Sixty-fix, Ten Annas, and nine Pice (Rupees 2,16,666. 10. 9.): And to me Mebarek ul Dowla, 
the annual Stipend of Rupees Thirty-one Lacks Eighty-one Thoufand nine hundred and Ninety- 
one, Nine Annas, (31,81,991.

The fudden Demife of the Nabob, Syef ul Dowla, which happened a few Days ago, is an Event 
we deem our Duty to communicate by.the earlieft Conveyance. A malignant Small Pox, which has 
raged, and continues to rage with great Violence at Murfhedabad, was the Occafion of his Death ; 
and the Groffnefs of his Habit, joined to the Exercife of fome Intemperances, gave double Force to 
the Diforder, and haftened his Fate. a 

Mabarek ut Dowla, his younger Brother, who is about the tenth Year of his Age, being the next 
in the Line of Succeffion, has, by the Prefident and Council, been recognized, and Orders have been 
tranímitted to the Refident at the Durbar, to affift the Minifters in feating him with the ufual Forma- 
lities on the Mufnud, which is a Meafure we hope will prove the moft confiftent with your Intereft, as 
well as with the Meaning of the 10th Paragraph of your General Letter of the 16th March 1768 3 
and is alfo a popular Election in the Eyes of the Natives. .

24: You will obferve from thofe Materials, and from the Accounts which are enclofed in this Packet, 
that we have admitted the large Sums drawn from us by the Commercial Agents in the Years 1776-7, 
and 1777-8, over our ftated Promifes for thofe Years; and by fetting the Amount of Goods aétually 
exported, with Charges of every Denomination, againft the Amount of Advances actually made to 
the Commercial Department, we ftruck the Difference on the goth April 1778, which lefta Balance 
due for the Completion of the Inveftment of this Seafon, ending on the goth of next April, amounting 
to Current Rupees 77,35,365.

` Par..6. Since the Date of our laft Addrefs to you, the Governor General and Council have Conf, aed Det, 
fixed the Supply for the Inveftment and Commercial Charges of the Year 1779-80; that is to fay, 
according to their Definition, until the goth April 1780; at One Crore and Forty Lacks of Current 
Rupees. We have no Doubt of being able to make the Provifion for which this Supply is cal- 
culated, by the 28th of February 1780; and fubmit to your Confideration, what we have already 
faid on the Inconvehiences of extending the Year of Supply and Inveftment from the 28th February 


to the goth April. 


EXTRACT of the Genetal Letter from Bengal, dated 29th March 1779. 


Par, 10. Out Accountant General having informed us that an Excels of C R*. 77,849. 4. 4 
had been received by the Board of Trade, on Account of the prefent Year’s Inveftment, ío early 
as the goth of September, we ordered that this Sum might be carried to their Debit, and confidered 
as a` Part of their Advances for 1779-80. They acquiefced in our Defire, and requefted that all 
Drafts drawn by their Agents in our Favour, fhould be alfo carried to their Debit in Account; but, 
confidering that it would be attended with lefs Embarraffment, or other Inconvenience, to receive 
Payment of them until the Advances of the enfuing Year commence, we defired that they might 
be diícharged. 

11. In their Letter of the 17th Inftant, they applied for Current Rupees 21,72,269, notwith- Conf, aad March. 
ftanding they had at that Time received 24,92,731 Rupees on Account of Advances for the enfuing e 
Year, before the Commencement of it; and again repeated their Requeft for us to país in Account the 
Bills: drawn upon them by their Agents. Had we complied with their Application, it would have 
been giving up the Point which we have fo long contelted ; it would form a Precedent for them to 
afk the like Advance, grounded on the like Neceffity, for 1780-81, before the Clofe of the Year 
1779-80; and, in Effect, inltead of the Sum of 1,40,000, allowed for the Service of this Year, 
they would have received near 2,00,000. We therefore refufed our Affent to their Requeft, and 
defired they would immediately difcharge the Bills drawn by their Agents in our Favour. 


EX TRACT of the General Letter from Bengal, dated 14th January 1780: 


Par. 26. You were advifed by our General Letters of laft Seafon, that the Board of Trade had over- 
drawn the Supply allotted to their Department for the Year 1778-9, in the Month of February e 
laft; yet in April they made a particular Application to us for further Advances, and reprefented, Conf. 26th April 3779; 
that the Provifion of certain Articles of the Inveftment could only be effected by timely Advances 
of Money to the Manufacturers, which made it necefíary to require an Anticipation of the Yearly Sup- 
ply equal to the Amount of fuch Articles. As the Regulation of the proper Periods for making the 
Advances and Iffues from the Commercial Department, was a Point of Detail in which we never 
meant to interfere, we could not admit that this Plea, however well-grounded, made any - Altera- 
tion in the Faét before us. We had agreed to advance to the Board of Trade a {fpecific Sum, within 
the Year contained between the ift May 1778 and the goth of April 1779. If we had already 
advanced more than this Sum as early as February 1779, the granting them a further Supply in 
March or April, under whatever Head it might be claimed, would certainly be exceeding our In- 
tentions by fo much as they received above the Supply ftipulated, and confequently mutt defeat our 
Purpofe in limiting their Credit to any given Amount: We therefore declined to comply with their 
Requeft. Yet, for the Conveniency of their Affairs, we confented to allow the Surplus which they 
had drawn above that Years Supply, to be carried to the Account of the enfuing or current Year's 
Supply of 140 Lacks, as an Advance made before the Commencement of it, and to divide the Ba- 
lance neceffary to complete the Supply into 12 equal Proportions, to be iffued in fo many Monthly 
Advances from our Treafury. ' 

27. Some Inconveniencies however having been found to attend this Mode of making our Advanees 
to the Commercial Department, we have agreed, at the particular Requelt of the Board of Trade, to 26 July 
divide the Annual Amount for Supply into Four equal Parts, and to iffue it to them for the future 
in Quarterly inftead of Monthly Payments.

Demands upon us for the Inveftment of the Calcutta Aurungs, and the Fulfillment of our Engage- 
ments with the Silk Contractors: The Bufinefs of the Inveftment was, in fhort, every where in rapid 
Motion ; and deftitute of the Means of continuing its Currency, we faw it expofed to be dangeroufly 
impeded. In this Extremity, the only Refource to which we could turn, was that of a temporary 
Loan for our immediate Occafions, on the Strength of the Quarterly Treafury Order, already men- 
tioned. The Expence of Intereft we deemed a trivial Confideration, to the Motives which pointed 
to this Meafure ; the Realization of the Order on the Treafury was not to be doubted, nor of courfe 
the Termination of this Tranfaction; we faw no Hazard from the Expedient, unlefs poffibly to our- 
felves perfonally, from adopting it; and againft this we placed the enfuring of the Currency, Safety 
and Completion of your Inveftment; we therefore refolved upon the Meafure, and borrowed Six 
Lacks of Rupees on Bond, payable by the 31ft of October 1779, with an Intereft of Five per Cent. 
per Annum. 

7. In part Payment of the Quarterly Order beginning in Auguít, we had taken Bills on the 
Provincial Councils ; thefe Bills were not regularly/anfwered. From every one of our principal 
Factories have we had repeated Complaints of the Failure of expected Supplies; fome of the Bills 
have actually been returned to us, and we have been obliged to adopt different Expedients for re- 
lieving the Diftreffes of our Chiefs. The Detail of this Subject would appear tedious here, and our 
Proceedings give that Exhibition of it, which will beft explain our Situation. It is fufficient to add, 
that upon another Review of our Funds on the 14th September, we found, that of the Six Lacks bor- 
rowed to fatisfy Demands at the Prefidency, we were obliged to divert Four for relieving the Wants 
of the Subordinates : That the general Treafury was unable to fupply us with any Part of the Quarterly 
Order ; that we had only C. R° 6,525 in our own Freafury ; and that there were ftill prefling Demands 
upon it, The only Alternative appeared to be, a Stagnation in the Bufinefs of the Inveftment, ora fur- 
ther Loan. Upon the fame Principles on which we had acted before, we chofe the latter, and bor- 
rowed Four Lacks more, on the fame Conditions. The Period of the Loan is now paft; but by the 
continued Delays in our Payments from the general Treafury, a great Part of our Bonds (till remain 
outftanding ; as we muft reckon however upon receiving by the goth of April the full Supply of 
the Year, fo of courfe the Sum which we have borrowed upon this Fund will be difcharged. We 
cannot but truft that the Meafure which we have thus adopted will be confidered as the Refult of 
evident Neceffity; as authorized by the Order of Treafury in our Poffeffion; as ferving a very im- 
portant Purpofe ; and\(becaufe terminating with the Year) produétive of no ill Confequence. i 
8 After giving this Information refpeéting our Receipts, it remains only to ftate to you the 
Kinds, Quantities, and Amount of Goods ordered to be provided; and this will be found in a general 
Abltraét of the Inveftment of 1779-80, which goes as a Number in the prefent Packet; fhewing the 
Value to be C. R* 1,47,83,780. 11. 11. which fornewhat exceeds the Grant of the Year, becaufe 
of the Extenfion of the Provifion to Fourteen Months, that is from 1ft March 1778 to the goth 
April 1779, as already fet forth.

1,057,560in Favour of the Company, if the Goods in fhe Warehoufes 
for Export as well as Import were not fet in Account againft the Bond Debts Abroad. thongh in 
Reality they cannot be applied to the Payment of it, For it fhould always be remembered, that the 
Goods for Exportation are generally deftined to load the Ships of the Seafon to England, and that 
to keep the Inveftment going on, Advances muft be made in the Courfe of every Year, equal to 
the Amount of Merchandize fent away, otherwife there will foon be a Defeét in the Warehoufes at 
Home.

examine into the general State of the Debts, Credits, and Effeéts, both in England and Abroad, 
and to report the fame with all convenient Speed to a General Court of Proprietors.

Par. 20. By the Ship Greenwich we briefly advifed you of the Meafures we had then taken in 
the Profecution of your Orders for conduéting the Salt Trade of this Country, and we fhall now 
beg Leave to explain the Grounds upon which we have proceeded. 

21. The former Syftem for carrying on this Trade, was productive of the greateft Inconveni- ' 
encies: The Merchants who traded in this Article, were engaged in a Labyrinth of perplexed 
Accounts of Balances due by the ManufaGturer; which, if they did exift, were the Confequence of 
their Agents Mifmanagement, or of Collufion in the conducting fo complicated a Bulinets, The’ 
Recovery of thefe Balances opened a Source of Violence and Abufe;, and Government was often 
obliged to interfere its Authority. An Opportunity was alfo afforded to Smugeline and Embezzle- 
ment; fo that the eftablifhed Duty of Thirty Rupees per. Hundred Maunds, which if levied op 
the whole Salt of Bengal, ought to have yielded an Annual Revenue of near Eight Lacks, pro- 
duced leís than 5 Lacks of Rupees ; while the Multitude of Officers, and other Checks neceffary 

_ even to fecure that Amount, preved a heavy Charge to the Company, and a oreat Embarrafiment 
to the Trade. The unhealthy Situation of the Country where Salt is produced, the Number of 
Creeks and Rivulets wich which it abounds, added to the extreme Ignorance and Poverty of the 
Inhabitants, rendered every ordinary Remedy to thefe Evils ineffectual

The Merchant having once paid the Price of the Salt, 
including the Duty, will tranfport it without Moleftation to any Part of the Provinces, and in lieu 
of deriving his Profits from Oppreffion or Collufion, will now find it in the free Vend of his Com- 
modities.

Par. 16. The Prefident,. on. his Return from Patna, referred to our Confideration the Circum= 
ftances of thé Ophitm Trade in that Proyince.. It was found to have been carried on for many 
Years as a Monopoly ; and, however paradoxical fuch an Affertion may feem to thofe who are not 
fully acquainted with the Subject, it clearly appeared to us, upon a minute Inveftigation, that an 
Attempt to lay it open to all Perfons indifcriminately, as a free and uninfluenced Trade, inftead of 
being beneficial to the Cultivator, and ufeful to thefe Provinces, would be productive of Confe- 
quences the very reverfe ; we therefore deemed it moft advifeable to farm it out on the Company’s 
Account, referving for the Dutch the Quantity they have ufually received. We have accordingly = 
farmed it to Meer Muneer and Kamchurn Pundit, who had, before, the Management of this Bufinefs 
under the Factory at Patna. We have prohibited all other Perfons under our Protection from inter- 
fering with it, and we have determined to fell it by public Auction, for the Benefit of the Com- 
pany.

The Committee of Circuit was appointed in May 1772, confifting of 
Mefits. Haltings, Middleton, Dacres, Lawrell, and Graham. 

Before the Committee left Calcutta, 1t was refolved, that the Settlement 
of Hughley, Hedgelee, Calcutta Purgunnahs, Burdwan, Midnapore, Beer. 
boom, Biffenpore, and Pacheet, fhould be made by the remaining Mem. 
bers of the Board ; which Diftriéts include thofe for which the Governors 
Banyan became Security ; viz. Cootubpore, a Diftri& in Midnapore Pro. 
vince; and Biffenpore and Patcheet in Burdwan Province. 

N. B. By a late Divifion of the Provinces, the Whole are now arranged 
under the Council of Revenue. i 

The 15th May the following Advertifement was publifhed. 


«This is to give public Notice, to all Perfons, Natives and Subjetts 
of the Province of Bengal, that the Lands of the Diftriét of 
will be let to farm, on Leafes of Five Years. Sealed Propofals for renting 
the Lands, are to be delivered in by the of Affar, ta 
the Sudder Cutcherry at where the Prefident, with a 
Committee of the Board, will be prefent to receive them, and to grant the

The Board agree to appoint Ramcaunt Biffwas Duan of the Provinces ;

The above Particulars include but Two ofthe Farms for which the Gover- 
nors Banyan became Security.

The 4th of January 1774, the Securities for Cootubpore, Biffenpore, 
and Patcheet, prefent a Petition to the Governor and Council.

The Securities for Biffenpore and Patcheet are allowed to relinquifh from 
the End of the Bengal Year 1180 and the Security for Cootubpore from the 
Beginning of the Orifía Year 11813 viz. from April and November 1774; 
and the Board refolve, that the Security for Cootubpore Bail be debited for 
what be bas received, and credited for the Amount paid into the Treafury. 

The 29th of March 1774» the Superintendant of the Khalía reports, 
that Kiffenaut, the late Security for Cootubpore, refufes to compleat the 
Kitts to the Month of November preceding, which was the Time for which 
he remained Security ; alledging, that he had already paid more «than the 
Amount of the Collections: Whereupon the Collector was ordered to 
ttanfmit a Statement and the Demand.

to grant a fimilar Requeft to the Farmers of Beerboom ; and which are

Annunderam Sing, Farmer of the Second Lot, complains of his Name 
being taken as a Farmer without his Knowledge, which diftreít him great. 
ly; but that he was told by Ramcaunt Biffwas (the Dewan) that the Per- 
fon who had ufed his Name was Farmer of another Hodda or Lot, and 
‘could not hold Two in the fame Name; that though his Name was ufed 
he had no Concern in the Farm; and that it was a common Prattice t 
take Farms under other Perfons Names, for one’s own Account.

that Purpofe ; but at all Events the old Agents muft be removed. 


The 26th April Mr. Graham reports, that he has endeavoured to bring 
the head Farmers of Beerboom to an Adjuftment of their Accounts, but 
with little Succefs, owing to their Difpofition to evade and procraftinate, 
and to their being fenfible, that if they come to a Liquidation, confiderable 
Sums will be due from them. I : 

Mr. Graham concludes his Report with obferving, that all the Farmers

thofe of the remaining Farmers of Beerbhoom by the Council of Burdwan, 
but as to enter into a Detail of the whole Progrefs and Circumttances of 
thefe Adjuftments, would fwell this Letter beyond all Bounds, we muft beg 
Leave to direét your Attention to the feveral Proceedings noted in the Mar- 
gin; only obferving here, that in fettling thofe Accounts, every Regard was 
paid to the Rights of Government that Circumftances would admit.

Par. 30. N OO wibftanding there is no Branch of our Trade which we more ardently with to extend 

than that of Raw Silk, we cannot think of effecting it by any Meafures that may be 
oppreffive to the Natives, or an Infringement of that Freedom, Security, and Felicity, we would 
with thém to enjoy under our Government and Protection. We would not therefore have any 
compulfory Methods taken to increafe the Number of Silk Winders ; but we think this: might be 
effected in Zoch a Way as would make their Advantage coincide with ours ;.we mean, by increafing. 
their Wages, fo as to make their Monthly Allowance: greater than, that of a Day: Labourer or com- 
mon Workman in any other Bufinefs, which we find it is at prefent far fhort of ; and in particular 
we would have-you endeavour to induce the Manufacturers of Wrought Silk “ to quit that Branch, 
« and take to the Winding of Raw Silk.” 

31. We would have you give fuch Encouragement to the Cultivation of the Mulberry Plant, as 
to make it more general through the Bengal Province..

COPY ofa Letter from Charles William Boughton Roufe, Efquire, Provincial Chief of Dacca, 
to General Clavering; in September 1776. 
Dear Sir; E 
I AM happy to find that the Sentiments I entertain concerning the Trade of this Province are 
fuch as merit your Approbation; and heartily with it were in my Power to offer to your Con- 
fideration fuch a Syftem of Arrangements as might completely prevent the Operations of undue 
Influence. In the prefent confufed State of Things, I fear we muft not expect an immediate Re- 
form, but muft content ourfelves with Palliatives and Expedients. But, as you are pleafed to 
defire my Opinion upon the prefent Condition of the Cloth Trade of this Province, and the Com- 
pany’s Balances, I will with great Pleafure fubmit to you my Idea upon thefe Subjects. I con- 
fefs I am a hearty Advocate for unreftrained Freedom of Trade; but it might be unfafe to eftablith 
it in its fullet Extent, until the Effects of arbitrary and erroneous Principles are in fome Degree 
removed ; fo that fome Meafures 1 might now propofe for temporary Convenience, would not be 
perfectly confiftent with that extenfive Freedom I would defire to eftablifh, and which, I am 
confident, will be the more eftablifhed and maintained in Proportion as the Britifh Adminiftration 
in India fhall become more liberal and enlightened. ee PS ae A

The firft will be the moft difficultly reconciled. The Factory Accounts with the Weavers are 
arbitrary ; and they have none themfelves. They complain, that their Cloths were prized un- 
fairly, without any Check or Acquiefcence on their Part; and the Cloths are fent Home, which 
renders farther Infpeétion impoffible. Advances have been made ro them in One Year beyond 
their Ability to work out, and they have diflipated the Money in Feftivals and Marriages. Under 
thefe Circumftances, the Company’s Balances is made a perpetual Chain to enflave them, andis 
occafionally brought forth to juftify any wanton A& of Power, put in Praétice ‘perhaps for 
private Purpofes. If the Cloths were provided either fairly or fraudulently, I am furprifed how 
there could remain a Balance due from the Weavers of near Five Lacks out of Thirteen, befides

R EAD the following Letter and Enclofure from feveral Merchants at Dacca : 


To the Honourable Warren Haftings; Efquire, Governor General, &c. Gentlemen of the 
Supreme Council at Calcutta. 


Honourable Sir and Sirs, i 

As the Intention of the prefent Addreís is merely to reprefent to your honourable Board the 
Hardfhips and Inconveniencies we lay under from the Regulations lately eftablifhed by the 
Commercial Department here, we hope you will Judge favourably of our Motive, and grant us fuch 
Relief as may appear to you equitable and conducive to the general Profperity of the Country. 

The deftructive Principle on which the moft interefting and valuable Branch of Trade in this 
Province is conducted, by which the honourable Company and the numerous Body of Manufaéturers 
and Merchants are materially affected, obliges us, who are of the Number aggrieved, to take up 
the difagreeable Tafk of remonftrating, and to lay our Complaints before you; being fully perfuaded, 
when you are acquainted with the deplorable State of the Cloth Manufaéture, the Caufes of its De- d 
cline, and the ruinous Confequence that muft unavoidably refult from a Continuation of the prefent H 
Syftem ; that you will iffue fuch Orders as cannot fail of promoting both the immediate and remote A8 
Intereft of the Company, which is infeparable from that of the Province. 

Long Experience and minute Attention qualifies us to enumerate the Evils which have lately 
befallen this once-flourifhing Branch of Commerce; and in reciting them, we fhall ftriétly adhere to 
Truth; nor do we mean to reflect on the Characters of others, further than the active Part they have 
taken obliges us, in fupport of the Faéts we are neceflitated to advance. !

Latt Year 
when a fimilar Complaint (as mentioned above) was laid before the Provincial Chief, he fent Mo 
Campbell, One of his Affiftants, to enquire how far private Purchafers really interfered with the 
Public Inveftment. The Refult of the Enquiry was fuch, as convinced him, that every Pretence of 
that Kind was futile, and calculated to anfwer private interefted Purpofes, more than public Ug. 
lity. Nor can it appear furprifing, when we reflect, that this extenfive manufacturing Diftri& can 
with Eafe produce between Twenty-five and Thirty Lacks of Rupees Value in Cloths; and the In. 

veftment for the Company does not exceed (if we are rightly informed) Five Lacks, and the Af 
fortment wanted does not bear, in Proportion to the Produce, more than th of the Five Fabrics, 
and not 5th of the Ordinary. Such being the Cafe, the Commercial Chief and his Superin. 
tendants furely cannot, in Realon or in found Policy, have an exclufive Privilege, fo big with Ruin 
to the Weavers, and all the other numerous Body of People employed in preparing Materials for 
the Loom. Thefe are Circumítances that cannot bear the leaft Doubt. They are ftubborn Faas, 
and what we are ready to prove when called upon. 

Permit us then humbly to requeft you would be pleafed to publifh a free and unlimited En. 
gouragement to all Merchants, to carry on their Commerce with Safety under the Protection of your 
Government; and that every Obftacle of this Kind, as well as the Superintendancy of thofe Au. 
rungs, the Curtain behind which they fkreen themfelyes, may be removed. The Quantity wanted 
by the Company, when compared to the Whole, is fo very inconfiderable, and what might be fo 
cally provided, that every Argument, every Pretence to the contrary, is not worthy of ferious Re- 
flection ; nor can there be urged, by the moft fubtile and defigning, a fingle Plea to invalidate, in 
One Inftance, what we have here taken the Liberty to fet forth. 

We cannot, in Juftice to C. W. Boughton Rous, Efquire, Provincial Chief, negled this Oppor 
tunity of teftifying our public Approbation of his difinterefted and impartial Conduct ; as well asto 
return him Thanks for the Readineís he has always fhewn of giving every reafonable Affiftance and 
Encouragement to the fair Trader ; being fenfible, that the Happinefs and Profperity of the People 


Intercourfe and reciprocal Exchange of Advantages between the Merchants and Manufacturers ; and 
were our prefent Caufe of Complaint removed, we might hope to fee this once rich and flourilhing 
Province reftored to its former happy State.

The Superintendants have opprefled the Delolls and Pykar, and feized their Houfes in the 
Aurungs. As a particular Proof of the Violence with which they have conducted themielves, we take 
the Liberty to inclofe the Copy (No. 1.) of a Petition _from Ramgongah, a Pykar refiding ar | 
Junglebarry, againft one of them, of a very extraordinary Nature. The. Validity of which 
cannot bear the leait Doubt; the Original was delivered in to Mr. Groeber. in his Public Ca- 
pacity, as Commercial Chief, and we requeft he may be ordered to produceiit, We, from Moiives 
of Tendernefs, avoid commenting on Tranfaétions of this Kind ; a Delicacy which, we have many 
Reafons to believe, would not-be obferved to us, were we in the fame Situation. 

We alfo inclofe (No. 2.) a particular and general Statement of the Dacca Manufactures ; by 
which it will plainly appear, there can be no Difficulty in providing the few Lacks wanted for 
the public Inveftment, and leaving the moft unlimited and extenfive Room for Speculation, and |

In refpect to the Gold Ornaments, Ram Churn 
Ghofe Sircar took to himfelf Rurrees, and the Remainder he returned to me. One of the Super- 
intendant’s People, Narrandofs, took a Bond 1,000 Rupees from me, and on his Arrival at Dacca 
made me pay him the Amount. Ram Churn Ghofe alfo made me give him a Bond for 400 Ri. 
and Promiffory Note payable on his Arrival at Dacca for 600 Rupees more, the latter of which 
I paid him. In the Month of Maug, Ram Churn Ghofe returned to Jungul Barry, and took 
250 Rupees from me in part Payment, and kept the Bond for the Balance due upon the 490 
Rupees. Exclufive of thefe Charges, I was put to great Expence for Peons and Hircarrahs, that 
were ftationed over me; and in the Month of Phaugoon, the Superintendant feized the Bricks 
and Chunam from my Houfe, and made Ufe of them in building a Houfe for himfelf.

Mr. Cree, however, not being at his Houfe, but at the Diftance of Three 
or Four Days Journey, and not knowing when he might return, I did not think it neceffary to flop 
Mr. Day’s Proceedings. Whilft thefe Meafures were proceeding, I received the Letter from the 
Provincial Council (N° 2.) The conftruéting fuch Complaints, fo injurious to the Servants here, 
into Faéts, upon the fingle Inftance of Mifcondué in one Gomaftah, appear to me fo very like 
a Determinacion in the Provincial Council to ftrike at the Root of the fmalleft Influence the Com- 
Pany now exert in their Commerce, and was fo immediate an Efpoufal of the Caufe of unlicenfed In- d

There muft 13 
be Abufes among the lower Agents of every Department; but I fhould think One fingle Inftance 
cannot be brought in Proof of a general Depravity ; yet I obferve with Pain, that the ill Conduct 
of One Individual in the Time of my Predeceffor, is brought in Corroboration of the Sentiments . i 
adopted through your whole Letter, and which carries an Appearance of Predetermination, which L a 
could fcarce apprehend, and am the more concerned to find it held out as the Criterion of un- 
authorized Influence in the Commercial Department, fo lately arrived as I am, and ftill without 
fuficient Experience to anfwer with Propriety to Infinuations, which if treated with Inattention, 
‘may prove detrimental to the Honourable Company’s Inveftment, and to my Character: 
I have dwelt thus long upon the feveral Parts of your Letter, with a Defire to obviate, as far as 
pofible, a Mifconftruétion of my Condué in the Management of the Company’s Commerce at this 
Factory, which may be tranfaéted without giving juft Occafion to Individuals to complain. I 
have no Doubt but that they have hitherto provided Inveftments ; and it cannot turn to my Interet > 
to preclude them now, though I muft ever think it my Duty to combat the private Views of Indi- 
viduals, to fet themfelves up as Competitors with that very Body, under whofe Licence and Indul- y 
gence they only can derive their Privileges of Trade. ? i: 
All I contend for is, the fame Influence my Employers have ever had; and the Regulations 2 
eltablifhed by the Governor General and Council may claim equal Oblervance from her Revenue 
as from their Commercial Servants. 
I apprehend, neither have you the Power to form new Regulations, nor Í to fwerve from the 
Orders under which I aét ; and, in all future References of this Nature, I muft wait the Directions 
of my Superiors, before I can make any Reply.

Impreffion of the Company’s Stamp; the other Piece is actually of an Affortment which is received 
in the Company’s Inveftment, under the Name of Seerbund ; this has the Company’s Mark Upon 
it, although it alfo carries the Name of Mr. Cree, and that of Seerpeach, under which Denomi: 
nation, the fame Affortment is employed for the India Markets. : 

7. The Charge implied in that Article is levelled immediately againft Mr. Hurft; who replies 
to it exprefsly in his Letter, explaining the Circumftance on which it is founded, being an Orde 
to thofe Weavers only who were in actual Advance on account of the Inveftment for the prefen 
Seafon, as a neceffary Precaution for the Security of the Company’s Property, on having Reafon to 
fufpect the Weavers of collufive Practices, 

8. The Reference in Support of the fecond Article can only be admitted as a Proof of , 
private and mercantile Engagement, entered into between Mr. Hatch and Mr, Cree, for the Pro- 
vifion of Six hundred Pieces of Cloths; in which Mr. Hatch, having the Privilege of Trade, does 
not appear so Have acted unwarrantably. But foon after Mr. Cree employing Gomaftahs at de 
very fame Aurung whence he was to be thus fupplied with Cloths by an Obligation ‘on the 
Part of Mr, Hatch; fuch an Attempt to increafe his Provifion, by the Means of Two different 
Channels, met with Difficulty, which feems to have given rife to the Remonftrance; or why was 
it not fooner made, when the Circumftances fo heavily complained of are faid to have exifted 
ever fince the Appointment of Mr. Barwell to the Dacca Chiefíhip, which was in 1773 ? 

9. The Memorial in queftion contains, as we have already obferved, a Charge of the molt 
ferious Nature, and ought not to have been fo confidently infifted upon, without the cleareft Proofs 
to fupport it. On a Suppofition that fuch might have been the Cafe, it was our Intention to have 
zealoufly entered into the moft deliberate Scrutiny, as we had the Honour to intimate in our Letter 
to you of the 26th of laft Month: But as the Remonftrants have failed in proving the grand Charge 
againfl Mr. Hurlt, of chopping the Cloths indifcriminately, by the Teftimony of the Export 
Warehoufe-keeper and Superintendant of Inveítment, the very Perfons they themfelves called 
on; and as Mr. Hot has amply vindicated himfelf, for purfuing the Meafure which afforded 
them a Foundation for it; we cannot help viewing the Whole of the Tranfaction in a very different 
Light from that in which they withed to fhew it. 3 

10. The Credibility of Remonftrance muft in a great Meafure reftore the Characters, the 
apparent Views, and Circumftances, of the Perfons remonftrating.. Mr. Haunter, who ftands

nominations, merely to avoid the Delivery to the Company; flattering themfelves fuch would be tes 
jected, and confequently an Opportunity be left them, of withholding the Company’s Balances, and 
felling the Cloths manufactured upon their Money, to fome of the many itinerant Europeans, who 
are conftantly moving from one Aurung to another, to make thefe clandeftine Purchafes, That the 
Company might not, therefore, by this Chicanery, both be deprived of their Inveftment and lofe the 
Money advanced on their Account, I was obliged, as the only Alternative left me, to direét, that the 
Cloths of all Weavers who ftood in this Predicament, fhould be chopped.: If the Gomattahs have, 
in any One Inftance, exceeded thefe Orders, they certainly Shall be punifhed ; but the Meafure, you 
will obferve, was unavoidable. ° : 

I fhall conclude my Obfervation upon the Subje& of thefe Addreffers, by requefting you will take 
particular Notice, that no one fingle Advantage is propofed for the Company by the Addreffers;

It is likewife a Subject of Surprize.to me, that Mr. Hurft fhould urge a Variety of Arguments to 
us, 4gainft oppofing the Company’s Interefts; as if our declared Aën to mark every Tendency 
to Monopoly, and reftrain unwarranted Influence in Trade, which the Honourable Company have 
invariably prohibited, could admit an Implication that we oppofed it. During the above-mentioned 
Period of Fifty Years the Company had no Concern whatfoever in the Profperity of the Country :

A TRANSLATION of Reprefentation given in the Council of Dacca, 


Beffonaut, Hurry Kiffin, Dooneram, Saumfunder, and Rajju, Delolls. 

That ever fince the Honourable Company’s Factory and Bufinefs commenced at this Place 
always received Advances for the Cloth Inveftments, and fupplied them accordingly. Since 
Barwell’s Arrival to the Charge of the Chieffhip, and inthe Year 1180 (or 1773) in the Mont a 
November, Advances were made to us for that Years Inveftment; and from the faid Advance, 
Chifton Byfaac, Mr. Barwell’s Banian, took from us by Force 8,000 Rupees, which was done hone 
Barwell's own Direction. In the Month of March 1774, Mr. Barwell ordered Peons to Carry us 
the Factory, and confined us in the Stocks, and afterwards we were put into Confinement in a imal 
Room near the Factory Gate, under the Sepoys Guard, and our Food was alfo ftopt ; where We re 
mained ftarving the whole Day; and the next Day Orders were given, about Twelve at Noon, d ! 
carry us near the River Side, under the Efcort of Six Sepoys, to permit our taking Food ; and after 
which we were again brought to the fame Confinement. Peons were fent to our Houfes alfo to 
watch. For Six Days we were confined in this Manner. Mr. Barwell’s other Banian, named Rap. 
mitton Taggoor, carried us to his Lodging, and in the Name of Mr. Shakefpear he took a Certif. 
cate from us for 40,000 Rupees; and afterwards gave us Liberty to go to our Houfes. We Were 
obliged (for Fear of another Confinement and ill Ulage) to go to one Auchellfing Subedar, and bor. 
row from him A H: 36,224. This Sum was received from the faid Auchellfing by Mr Shakefpear’s 
Banian, named Joynarrain Goffaul. And for the Balance of 40,000 Rupees, being 3,776 R°, Mr. Barwell 
again carried and confined one Manick and Rutton Deloll for the above Balance ; and the Certificate 
for the 40,000 Rupeés were returned to us. Mr. Barwell in the Interim went to Calcutta ; and we left 
Dacca for Calcutta, to go and feek Juftice, in the Month of July. Mr. Day hearing we left Dacca, 
fent Sepoys after us: The Sepoys not overtaking us on the Way, returned. Mr. Barwell hearing 
of our Arrival in Calcutta, fent a Soubadar for us, and carried us to his Houfe, and confined us. On 
Mr. Barwell’s leaving Calcutta, Three Peons were ordered to conduét us to Dacca; on our Arrival 
here, the Peons were difcharged. The Charges that accrued for the Sepoys that went after us, we 
were obliged to pay. i ; 

On the Arrival of the Gentlemen from Europe, having greatly fuffered, we in the Month of De: 
cember went to Calcutta, and applied to an Attorney to reprefent the Injuftice.and ill Ufage that Mr, 
Barwell had treated us with, and complained againft him; which Caufe is as yet depending in the 
Supreme Court of Judicature. ' 

At prefent, Sir, you demand a Penalty from us in Money. Whatever the Advances were fot 
Cloth for the Bengal Year 1180 (or 1773) we have delivered. When we receive Advances from 
the Company, for the Security fake we always give a Machulca; and the Balance, whatever it might 
be, in our Hands after the Year's Accounts are fettled, was always brought to our Debit; but we 
never paid any Penalty, This is our Reprefentation ; and you, Sir, may judge of the Circumftancts 
as you fhall think fr.

UMBLY complaining, fhéweth unto yout Lordíhips, yout Orators Byfonot Hurry Sing, Sam 

H Sunder Raige, and Doneram, in the Kingdom of Bengal, Merchants: That for many Years laft 

aft it has been ufual or cuftomary for the Chief or Head Servant of the Honourable the United Eaft 
India Company refiding in Dacca, in the Kingdom or Province aforefaid, fome Time about the 
Commencement of every Year, to contraét and agree with one or more Black Merchants, who are 
called Delals, for the Purchafe of a large Quantity of Cloth of different Sorts, diftinguifhed by the 
Name of White Piece Goods ; which are to be delivered by fuch Merchants or Delals, within fuch Year, 
or as foon afterwards as the fame can be made; the Prices of which are to be determined by an Appraifer, 
according to the comparative Value of fuch Cloth (when delivered) with ceftain Mufters of each Par- 
ticular Sort of Cloth, which are produced and agreed to at the Time of entering into fuch Contraét, I 
as Samples publicly marked with their refpetive Marks, and then depofited in the Company’s Ware- Š P 
houfes. The Delals or Merchants always take upon them the Rifque of any Loffes and outftanding 
Balances, with any of the Workmen employed in making the Cloth: And have of late Years been 
obliged, as a Confideration for {fuch Contract, to allow fuch Chief or Head Servant to deduét, as a 
Douceur to himfelf, his Banian, and other Servants of the Company, feveral Sums of Money; amourit- 
ing to about 5 per Cent. in the Whole, out of the Money to be advanced them for the Purpofe of 7 
carrying on their Bufinefs, and paying advanced Wages to the Workmen, and without which ño I 
Bulineís can be tranfaéted. Each Merchant or Delal then agrees among themfelves, to procure or pro- 
vide a certain Quantity or Number of Pieces, and they then jointly Gen a Bond, in the Petialty of 
0,000 Rupees, for the due Performance of the Contraét.

Appeal at the Prefidency from the Decree pafíed in the Dewanny Adawlut of this Province, againft 
them, for the Balance of their Penalty Engagements for 1773-4, it becomes neceffary har L lay before 
you the following Particulars. j : : 

The Grounds upon which the Penalty was demanded, and Part Payment enforced, were, that al 
though their Kiftbundee, which terminated in December 1773, exprefsly bound them to the Delivery 
of Pieces 50,000, yet there only appears to their Credit in the Books to that Time P: 27.748. which 
is fhort of their Kiftbundee P* 22,252, as will clearly be fhewn by the accompanying Account. 

The Period of the Penalty Bond is One Month later than that of’their Kiftbundee, and by th° 
Expiration thereof, it is faid, they had brought to the Warehoufe 17,088 Pieces; but from the 
Warehoufe Servants I underftand that thofe Cloths ‘could not be carried to their Credit, becaule the 
Delols refufed to abide by the cuftomary Mode of prizing the Cloths corah, but infifted upon cher 
being firft wafhed and dreffed; this was not compleated till the Month of April following, nor c 
fequently does it appear as a Delivery till carried to their Credit in that Month. 1

Extra& of Letter from the Prefident. 


T HE Competitions which had begun to take place for the Purchafe of Ophium, in the Province of 

Bahar, induced me to make fome Enquiries concerning the State of the Trade, and the Modeof | 
conduéting it. Ilearn, that from the firft Introduétion of the Culture of Ophium into Bahar, orat 
leaft for a long Series of Years, it has always been a Monopoly, and of courfe, always in the Poffeffion 
of Power or Influence. This is the Footing on which it now ftands. 

You are already informed, that Meer Monhur contracted to furnith the Quantity required for the 
Company’s Ufe, which is 800 Chefts. y ! 

In effect, he is in Poffeffion of the whole exclufive Trade, in virtue of the Powers granted to him by 
the Chief and Council at Patna. Befides the Quantity delivered to the Company, the Dutch Fattoy 
is allowed 400 Chelts Annually, and the French Refident puts in his Claim for 100 more. Thef 
may be both confidered as Indulgencies, as it is optional in the Gentlemen of the Factory, to permit or 
difallow them. 

Many Individuals alfo among the Englifh, who either hold Employ ments in that Province, but do 
not belong to the Factory, or who refide there on the Footing of mere Adventurers, allured by the 
Profits of this Trade, have attempted to participate in it; and the Oppofition they have met with from 
the Power of the Contraétor, Meer Monhur, has been exclaimed againft as a grievous Oppreflions 
every one conceiving himfelf to be equally entitled to the Benefits of a Trade from which they are not 
excluded by any authentic Aét of Government. š 

It is with Reluctance that I introduce any Subject, which the Prejudices of the Times may conver 
to the Injury or Difreputation of the Servants of the Company. I fee fuch a Tendency in that whic 
now fubmit to your Confideration. Therefore, to obviate its Effect, it is my Duty in Truth to a% 
that this Praétice is in no wife imputable to the prefent Members of the Council of Patna.

I think thac the Monopoly of Opium fhould be the only Exception to the Abolition of all 
Monopolies : Wb they exift, it is impoffible that the Country can recover from the State to which 
the Monopolies of various Kinds have reduced it. My Reafons for excepting the Opium is, that 
from every Information 1 have obtained, I am fully perfuaded, that whilft a Chief and Council 
remain at Patna, a Monopoly would exift in fpite of every Effort of Govefnment to abolifh it. 
The prefent Mode of providing the Opium by Contract, obviates every Objection that might cer- 
tainly be made to it, were the Provifion of it nominally left open, but in fact in the Hands of 
the Chief, whofe Power might extort from the Ryotts the Produce of his Lands, on whatever 
Conditions he pleafed. As the Chief and Council can now have no Intereft in oppreffing the 
Ryotts, it is to be prefumed that they will take Care that the Ryott receives a full Compenfation for 
his Labour, and be not any ways opprefled by the Contractor. With regard to the Ghazipore 
Opium, I don’t think that we have any Right to make a Grant of it to the Contraétor: We are 
under pofitive Engagements with the Rajah of Benares, to leave him independent in his Country ; 
the fending Gomattahs into it, under the Authority of the Government, would, in my Opinion, be 
violating the Treaty that we had made with him. He pays a fpecific Sum to Government, and has 
a Right to derive every Advantage from his Country, that its Fertility, and Induftry of its Inha- 
bitants, can make it produce.

The Ryotts finding in me an indulgent Proteétor, 
lied themfelves to the Culture of their Grounds with Alacrity, and thereby, in fome Meafure, re- 
aired the unhappy Effects of the Drought ; which, together with the Lofs of Time occafioned by the 
Delay in my Contract, muft otherwife have proved fatal. 

Senfible of the Arduoufnefs of the Tafk which I had entered upon, under fo many and great Difad- 
vantages, J, confidering my Charaéter at Stake for the Accomplifhment of my Engagements, derer: 
mined to facrifice every other View tothat alone; in order therefore to prevent the leaft Interruption 
to the Bufinels, or Severity to the Ryotts, by the Collection of the late Contraétor's Balance, I took the 
Whole upon myfelf, at a certain Lofs, and thereby removed (as far as was in my Power) every Obítaclë 
to the Cultivation. Së 

Having but a [mall Capital of my own, I was confequently obliged to takë up large Sums of Money 
at Intereft; the Whole of which, together with the Advances I have received from Government, are 

now outítanding in the Country. Had the Seafon been favourable, I might have hoped to realize my 
Balances in Ophium, and to have reimburfed myfelf for the Expences I had been at, by the Premium 
allowed for an Encreafe in the Quantity; but as the Severity of the Weather, by fhortening Produce, 
has deprived mé of thofe Advantages, and I’ can now expect to provide very little or nothing more 
than the Quantity for which I have contracted, I ball be involved in infuperable Difficulties, unlefs 
you are pleafed to prolong my Engagements to a further Term; as the diftreffed Situation of the 
Ryotts muft utterly difable them from paying my Balances, which if I were this Year to attempt the 
Colleétion of, would caufe a general Delertion; a more favourable Seafon may enable them to dif- 
charge their Debts, and Experience having already taught them to confide in me, they will doubtlefs 
exert themfelves in improving the future Cultivation, as they are fenfible it is not my Defire, and 
would not in that Cafe be my Intereft, to diftrefs them. 

The Faéts here attefted are of public Notoriety ; and I am certain, upon Application being made to 
the Gentlemen of the Patna Council, will be confirmed by them. I fhould not, however, have troubled 

‘you with a Relation of thefe Circumftances, but rather have acquiefced in the Difficulties which un- 
forefeen Accidents had brought upon me, were I not convinced, by Experience, of the dangerous Con- 
fequences enfuing from a Yearly Change of Contrators, which, with the greatelt Deference, I beg Leave 
tolay before you, and at the fame Time to point out the falutary Effe&ts which may be experienced by 
prolonging the Management of this Bufinefs in the Hands of the fame Perfon. l ; 

As the Extent and Improvement of the Poppy Cultivation folely depends on the Meafures adopted 
by the Contractor, it is unqueftionably his Intereft (when his Engagements are for a long Term) to 
conduét himfelf with that Juftice and Lenity which is the only Mode of conciliating the good Opinion 
and Confidence of the Ryotts, and thereby encouraging them to pay their whole and unremitted At- 
tention to the Produce of their Lands ; they will then, and not till then, heartily join with the Contrastot 
in extending the Cultivation, and readily adopt any Mode which he may point out for the Improve- 
ment thereof.

EXTRACT of Bengal Revenue Confultations; the rrth December 1781. 


HE following Letter from the Agent to the Opium Contractor was circulated to the Mem- 
bers of the Board, 


To the Honourable the Governor General and Council; in their Revenue Department, 


Honourable Sir and Sirs; 

The Agents to the Opium Contractor in Bahar and Bengal have feverally made Application to 
me, to addrefs your Honourable Board on the prefent State of the Godowns allotted for manufac- 
turing the Opium in thefe Diftriéts ; thofe in Patna (where the Bahar Opium is prepared) are much 
too fmall for the Purpofe, as the Opium, which was formerly manufactured by the Dutch in their 
own Godowns, muft now be manufaétured in the Honourable Company’s. Thofe in Bengal are 
only Mud and Straw, which require conftant Repairs. 

There are Godowns belonging to the Factory formerly held by the Dutch at Patna, which 
would anfwer for the Purpofe of manufacturing the Bahar Opium. 

I mutt therefore reque that your Honourable Board would either fuffer an additional Wing 


to be built to the prefent Godown (which may be completed for the Sum of Ten thoufand Sicca 


Rupees) or that you would be pleafed to order that the Godowns formerly belonging to. the 
Dutch, in their Factory at Patna, be delivered over to the Contraétor's Agent. 

With refpeét to the Godowns in Bengal, the Agent to the Contraétor requefts that your Ho- 
nourable Board would be pleafed to allow him the Sum of Four thoufand Rupees to keep the 
Godowns in Repair for the next Four Years, which being only One thoufand Rupees per Annum, 
I hope your Honourable Board can have no Objection to allow fo reafonable a Charge, particularly 
as this Sum was allowed to the late Contractor’s Agent.

Par. 9. ON the 18th of January, the Governor General and Council wrote us a Letter, informing 

us it was their Intention to retain the Ophium Bulineís under their own Charge, as being 
inimediately and neceffarily conneéted with the Revenue. We reprefented our Opinion, that the Ma+ 
nageitient of it belonged to our Department; obferving to them; that the Cultivators of the Poppy 
were no otherwife connected with the Government, than by paying a Rent to it, which was equally 
the Cafe with the Cultivators of the Mulberry and Cotton Plants; that the Ophium Bufinefs has 
hitherto been confidered as commercial, and all the Accounts relating to it had accordingly been 
inferted in your Commercial Books, both at Patna and the Prefidency; that in faét it was en- 
tirely a commercial Tranfaction, and the Income arifing from it a commercial Profit, and con- 
féequently was a Part of the Duty of our Board, which you had exprefsly appointed for ** manag- 
« ing, conduéting, and tranfating your Trade and Commerce in Bengal, Bahar, and Oriffa;” 
that you were concerned in the Ophium Trade before you had obtained any Authority in the 
Revenue; and that defining it to be a Part of the Revenue, would be depriving you, as a 
Commercial Body, of an Advantage {which you formerly enjoyed, and which is {till enjoyed 
by the French and by the Dutch Company.. To this Reprefentation we received no other 
Aníwer from the Governor General and Council, than that they had “ paid due Attention

R. Wheler, conformably to the Defire of the Governor General, lays before the Board a 
Letter from Colonel Watfon, refpeéting the Sale of the Company's Opium. 


Gentlemen, 


Having long confidered, with great Surprife; the many Difadvantages to which the Etiropeans 
and Indian Commerce of the Company and Britith Subjeéts are fubjeéted to at the Port of Canton, 
by the Monopoly of the Cohong Merchants, who by fuch authorifed Eftablifhment are unable 
to enhance the Value of their own Commodities, and lower the Price of all Goods imported into 
China at their mere Will and Difcretion; I am at this Time induced to lay before the Board 
my Opinion of the great Benefits which might probably accrue to the Public, by an Attempt 
to open a Trade with the Eaftern and more Northern Provinces of China, whofe Inhabitants 
are now, and have ever been, the chief Confumers of the moft valuable Articles exported from 
Great Britain ; and it is to thefe Provinces that we are principally indebted for the Two moft 
beneficial Articles of our Commerce, Tea and Raw Silk. 

I am entirely at a Lofs to account for the Reafons which firit influenced the European Com- 
panies to fix upon Canton, the moft Southern Port of the Chinefe Empire, as a general Em- 
porium for vending the Produce of their refpeétive Northern Climates; and {till more furprifed 
at the Continuance of their Trade to that Port only, fince it has been known, that their Com- 
merce with the other Provinces was neither prohibited or obftruéted by the Emperor’s Order. 
The Attempts made by the Englifh Company in the Year 1755, 1756, and 1757, to open a 
Trade at the Port of Limpo, in the Province of Checkyang, is an indubitable Proof of the 
Fact. 

By thus making Canton the only Mart for the Sale of European Goods and Purchafe of 
Chinefe Commodities, the Cohong Company has had its Rife, and are enabled to pay immenfe 
Bribes to the Mandarines of Government for their lucrative Monopoly, which they have for 
many Years exercifed, to the great Prejudice of the Company as well as of Individuals; and I am 

‘credibly informed, that the British Subjeéts alone have, by their Confidence in the Credit and 
Security of the Cohong Company, already fuftained a Lofs of fomething more than Seven 
Millions of Spanifh Dollars, by Money lent upon Bond; which enormous Sum ftill remains due 
to them, and almoft without any Profpect of ever being repaid, except by an immediate Re- 
prefentation to the Court of Peking. The late Demands and Reprefentations made by Captain 
Panton, to the Governor of Canton, have only extorted fomething like a Promife to oblige the 
Chinefe Merchants to repay the principal Sums lent within the Space of Ten Years. 

The prefent deplorable State of our Commerce to China, in particular that of Bengal, from 
the Controul which the Cohong Company are allowed to exercife at the Port of Canton, muft 
foon be feverely felt by the Eaft India Company themfelves, as the Sales of Opium, and fuch 
other Articles as are procured with it, are now little more than fufficient to purchafe the ne- 
ceffary returning Cargoes, and do not allow our Merchants to furnith the Company with the 
ufual Supplies of Cath, fo neceffary for compleating their China Inveftment. ; 

In order to remedy this unfavourable Circumítance, and prevent the great Lofs which the 
Bricióh Nation muft (oon fuffer by:a Diminution of their China Imports, from a want of Cafh to 

- compleat the Lading of their required Tonnage, I take the Liberty likewife to fuggeft the Ex- 
pediency of this Government now taking the Opium Trade to China immediately under its own 
Management, and configning the whole Quantity that may be required for that Market to the 
Company’s Supra Cargoes at Canton. The great Loffes and Difappointments which the Britifh 
Traders in Opium have fuffered this laft Seafon, call for fuch a Remedy as I have recommended;

tations on this and other Occafions, they will find fuch Doétrines afferted and maintained by our 
Opponents, as are not only repugnant to every Englith Principle, but to thofe common Diétates of 
Realon and Juftice, which cannot be totally difregarded in any Form of Government whatfoever 
without Ruin to the State. 
ap, Ic is faid, for Example, that the Molungees are in a State of Vaffalage, and may be com- 
pelled to work at whatever Price the Malter impoles on them. This Doétrine is not confined to the 
poor Salt Boilers, but feems to be extended to the Ryot, to the Manufacturer, and in general to all 
the firft Sources of internal Induftry. If fuch Opinions were merely fpeculative, we fhould take 
little Notice of them. We fear it will be found that they have been carried into Praétice, and had 
a confiderable Operation. We have reafon to believe, that the great Want of Inhabicants in Bengal, 
rovince of Bahar, is more owing te ¿he Exercife of the Powers which 
thefe Opinions eftablifh, and to other Caufes which a little Time will produce, than to the Famine, 
fo frequently alledged or appealed to by Mr. Haltings, in accounting for the Failure in the Revenue. 
37. On this everlafting Theme of Mr. Haltings we (hall only for the prefent obferve in general, 
that under any tolerable Form of Government the Effects of the Famine mutt long fince have cealed 


to be felt, in a Country where Nature afks nothing of the governing Power but not to tudy to refift 


and defeat her Operations. The World will {oon fee, that it is Oppreflion of the moft violent and 


pernicious Nature which has reduced this fertile Country to a State of Depopulation. 
38. While tne Examination of the Molungees was depending, we received Information that the 
Contraétors, Bolram and Govendram Metre, had defrauded the Company of more than Two Lacks 
and a Half of Salt. The Information was fo particular, {pecifying, in each Golah where the Salt is, 
the overplus Quantity which the Contraétor had not declared, that we could not avoid giving Credit 
to it. Two of the Company’s Servants have been fent down to weigh the Salt, and every Precau- 
tion taken to prevent its being previoufly removed, that we could fuggelt; but the Difficulties at- 
tending this Inveftigation are fuch, and fo numerous, that we begin to renounce our Hopes of efta- 
blifhine any Difcovery of Importance upon legal Proof, fufficient to conviét the Contractors, ene 
- 39. The Court of Directors will confider and make Allowance for thefe Difficulties : They arife 
in Part from the Nature of the Bufinefs; the Obfcurity of Interpretation; the Perplexity of Accounts 
ept in a barbarous Language, between very artful Men on one Side, and voy Jee Men ongbe 
Other; and the great Diftance of the Golahs from each other. The principa Impediment o Ss 
arifes from the immediate Intereft which many Perfons have in concealing Frauds of e an 
defeating all Inquiry into Abules ; enough however will affuredly be done to fatisty the ompany, 
that extraordinary Frauds and Abufes have been practifed and countenance

under Difpatch. The total Want of Materials requifite to form a complete Plan, and the ihe 
Time allowed for it, were fufficient, independently of other Reafons, to difcourage me ftom up, 
dertaking it, even as a Work of Speculation only 5 but the Objections are yet {tronger tO my te. 
commending any Mode for Practice. It is uncertain what Syftem may be adopted for the general 
Settlement of the Lands, after the Expiration of the prefent Leafes. Every Branch of the Public 
Revenue, in whatever Form, or on whatever Principles it may be conduéted, has a mutual and in. 
feparable Relation to the reft: Even the Conftitution of the Government will require a Modification 
of all the Departments which iffue from it, adapted to its Powers and the Means by Which they can 
be exerted ; accidental Caufes may alfo powerfully contribute to influence the Determinations of 
Government on Points fo effential to its immediate Interefts, 

I cannot exempiify thefe Obfervations by a ftronger Inftance than by that of the Diftribution of 
the prefent Salt Farms or Contraéts. At the Time in which the late Prefident and Council had this 
Bufinefs under Contemplation, the greatelt Part of the Sale Works was in the Hands of private 
Perfons. The Company had direéted them to be refumed for their own Benefit, and peremptorily 
ordered that a Revenue fhould be realized upon the Whole to the Yearly Amount of One hundred 
and Twenty thoufand Pounds Sterling. The unfavourable State of the Companys Finances ferved 
to ftrenzthen this Order. They were involved in a heavy and encreafing Debt, in this Country, and 
they had Bilis to a vaft Amount to pay at Home. The Stile and Spirit of all their Inftrudions 
ftrongly marked the Difficulties under which they laboured. Such a Situation called for extraordi- 
nary Exertions ; and it became neceflary to adopt that Syftem for the Revenue of Bengal, whether 
arifing from Salt or Land Rents, which appeared the moft profitable in their immediate Operation, 
and therefore moft likely to fave this Government from the ruinous Expedient of again drawing Bils 
upon the Company. 

Upon thefe Grounds, and under thefe Circumftances, it was refolved to difpofe of all the Salt Works 
by Contradt to the higheft Bidders, and to fell the Produce on the beft and fecureft Terms by public 
Auction.

Governor General’s Plan, and Obfervations on the Subjeét, and the Opinions delivered thereon : 


To the Honourable Warren Haftings, Efquire, Governor General, 8zc. Council of Revenue at 
Fort William. 
Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 

In Obedience to your Orders of the 14th Inftant, we publifhed an Advertifement for the Farm 
of the 24 Purgunnahs, for Two Years, with a Claufe intimating that the Duty of 30 per Cent, 
which had been impofed upon Importation of Foreign Salt, would be continued during the Period 
of the Farm; and on Tueíday laft we met to confider the Propofals which were in confequence de- 
livered. The Terms offered in moft of the Propofals were wholly inconfiftent with the Condi- 
tions fet forth in our Advertifements ; fome of them were abfurd, and all of them fo difadvan- 
tageous to Government, that we could not poffibly accept of them, Copies of thefe Propofals 
we have now the Honour to lay before you. We called all the Perfons that were in Attendance 
before us; and our Dewan has fince applied.to moft of the principal Salt Merchants in Calcutta; 
and, on the Whole, we found, that only One refponfible Man would offer any Terms whatever; 
unleís a Sum of Money is lent by Government, of at leaft 100,000 Rupees ; and the Terms which 
he has offered, are only 25,000 Rupees for the prefent Year, and 50,000 for the next, including, 
under thefe Sums, not only the Revenue of the Salt Farms, but alfo the Kalary Rents, which are 
paid through the Land Farmer. But were Government to confent to lend the Farmer 100,000 Ru- 

‘pees to enable him to carry on his Bufinefs, our Dewan is of Opinion, that Perfons might be found 
to take the Farm for Two Years, from 75,000 Rupees to 100,000 Rupees for the prefent Year, and 
from 100,000 Rupees to 125,000 for the Second. 

We could not but apprehend but that there was fome Combination amongft the Merchants, 

which, befide the Caufes which we have formerly reprefented to you, tended to undervalue the Salt 
Farm; and thinking it not advifeable, under fuch difadvantageous Circumftances, to make ufe of 
the Latitude which you allowed us, of extending the Farm beyond the Period of One Year, we en- 
deavoured to make the Settlement for this Year only; but no Perfon would offer any Terms what- 
ever. Being thus difappointed in our Endeavours to let the Salt Mahl to farm, except upon Terms 
which we cannot venture to recommend, the only Alternative which feems left is, to render the 
Mahl Khafs for this Year, and to make the Salt, through Perfons ftationed in the Diftriét, on behalf 
of Government. We do not by this Means expeét, that the Profit which will be realized to Govern- 
ment, will in anywife be equal to the Revenue for which the Salt Farms have of late Years been 
lett. Government will, however, receive all the Profit which the Salt Works can yield. And 
though this Mode is precarious, yer, rather than fubjeét the Revenue of next Year to a Diminution 
from the prefent Prejudices and difadvantageous Circumftances, we are induced to recommend, 
that fomething of this Kind fhould be adapted for the prefent; becaufe, if the Salt Works, not be- 
ing carried on during the prefent Year, are fuffered to go to Ruin, and to be over-run with Jun- 
ele, it will be difficult to reftore them hereafter; and the Molungees, finding that they are not 
employed, will turn to other Avocations. The Land Revenue will likewife futter, for moft of the 
olungees hold fmall Farms; and it is from the Advances which they receive on account of the

And, laftly, becaufe fince the Delivery of the furplus Salt OVER to the 
Board of Trade, the Purchafers, inftead of liquidating their Balances, have at one Period been 
indulged with the Liberty of depofiting Bonds for the Sums Reech due from them to de 
Company, at fo Ímall an Intereft as 1 per Cent. ; at another, with the Renewal of thofe Bonds, ar o 
Intereft of 8 per Cent. In confequence of thefe Indulgences, the Purchafers of the Salt from the 
Board of Trade have, for fome Years paft, and even at this Time are enabled to retain almot 
the Whole of their Purchafes, to the very great Difcouragement of the Manufaéturer of new Salt, 
whofe future Produce is thereby fubjeét to fuch Variations as a greater or lefs Quantity of the ald 
Salt, thrown. into the old Market, may occafion. 

Taking thefe Circumftances into Confideration, Í cannot agree to the Monopoly of Salt by the 
Company, or even to the propofed Experiment of it for One Year; but, on the other Hand, am of 
Opinion, that no Salt fhould be made during the prefent Seafon ; by which Means, the greateft Part 
of what is now lying on the Hands of Individuals will be cleated off. Encouragement will be given 
to the Manufacturer, and the favourable Propofals which 1 think muft neceffarily be received from 
the Salt Merchants, in confequence,. will amply compenfate for a: fmall and temporary Lob of 
Revenue. 

Mr. Francis—1 am of Opinion, that the Profit to. be: expected by Government, on the Gover 
nor General’s Plan, is very uncertain, and likely at the utmoft to be very inconfiderable ; whati 
ever it may be, the previous Expence, and the Rifk of the Advances, ought to be efbimated againít 
it, The Difficulty of letting the Sale Mahls to Advantage, arifes from the immoderate Quantity 
on Hand, which of courfe reduces. the Price. This Difficulty is not likely tobe removed by any 
Meafure which tends to increafe the Quantity; and if this be a Reafon to Individuals for not engag- 
ing in the Bufinefs on any Terms, it is a much ftronger one to Government, which never is or 
can be ferved with the fame (Economy and Attention with which private Perfons conduét thelt 
own Affairs.

Governor General—The Provifoes in the laft Opinion render it in efe& a Negative to the Quef- 
tion; for either the Zemindars will not accept of the Tegavy with the Obligation annexed to it, or 
-they will accept it as a prefent Relief, with a Predetermination not to repay it: And at all Events; 
jam clear that the Calcutta Committee will not undertake that the Tegavy Dall be recovered; 
and chat the Revenue Shall be realized, with the Aid of this Advance. Po the Reference made in 
both the preceding Minutes, I object; becaufe it leaves the Matter in an unprofitable Sufpence. 
The Seafon is already loft, and all that can be done by any poffible Expedient, is only to render 
the inevitable Lofs as light as poffible. Refpeéting the Queftion itfelf, I (hall decline offering any 
further Opinion than that which may be inferred from what I have already faid. If it fhall be de- 
ermined to refer it to the Committee, I forefee their Anfwer; and in that View, I do again recom- 
mend to the Confideration of the Board on the Receipt of it, the Propofal which 1 have already;

I had premifed, that the Tenor by which 
he held the Lands, obliged him to the Payment of a certain Rent, whether the Sources from which 
it was derived, were loft to him or not. One Part of the Committee’s Pleas in fayour of the Ze- 
mindars, fays, that they are forced to take up Money to difcharge their Rents, becaufe they receive 
no Advances on account of the Salt Manufacture in their feveral Divifions ; and that thefe Loans 
are rendered neceffary, as they are forced to apply their Receipts from the Land Revenue to Ad- 
vances from the Manufacture of the Sale: Hence it appears, that the Manufacture is abfolutely 
carrying on, and that the Ruin of the Zemindars arifes from the Money they take up to difcharge 
the Kifts of Government as they become due.

This Regulation was however in a great Meafure defeated by. the Purchafe of Rowannahs from 
the Zemindars, and other collufive Practices ; and to fo low an Ebb was this Manufacture reduced, 
that in the Month of January laft, the Calcutta Committee, after many ineffectual Trials, and vari- 
ous Orders from the Board, declared, that they would not let the Salt Mahals at any Rate; fo that 
there was the ercatelt Danger that the Manufacture would be entirely difcontinued, in a Diftridt mot 
under the Eye of Government, and confequently molt eafily managed, that the Revenue would be 
funk, the Molungees turn to other Occupations, and the Salt Grounds be entirely overgrown with 
Woods, and irrecoverably loft. 

At this Period I propofed a Plan for refuming the Salt of this Diftriét into the Management of 
Government, and Mr. Griffiths was appointed to fuperintend it. The Seafon for making the Ad- 
vances is the Month of September. The Month of February was almoft paft before this Charge 
was affigned to him; yet the Succefs which has attended his Exertions, in the Quantity and Cheap- 
nefs of the Manufacture, a Succefs which I own exceeded my Expeétations, evidently demonftrates 
the Utility of this Meafure, and the Expediency of rendering it univerfal: f I 

I therefore beg Leave to lay before the Board the following Plan; in which the Mode of the Five 
Years Leafe is combined with that which I propofed for the 24 Pergunnahs in the Month of January:

W HEN we thought it neceffary, in Obedience to your Orders, to ftop the extra Allowance 
granted to Sir John Day, your Advocate General, which you difapproved of; he 
relied fo much upon your more favourable Confideration of his Cafe when it fhould come before 
ou as ftated in his Letters, and referred to you by us, that he folicited to have the Allowance con- 
tinued to him in the Interim. We offered to comply with his Requeft, provided he would fign an 
Obligation to refund the Amount which he might receive, in cafe of your confirming your former 
Orders. Not chufing at that Time to Den to fuch a Condition, the Allowance continued to be with- 
held from him; but having fince fignified his Acquiefcence in our Propófal, and executed an In- 
ftrument by which he binds himfelf to repay the Amount that may be iffued to. him on account 
of this extra Allowance, if you further difapprove of it, and in confequence of your Orders for

From the Manner the Alfíatics do all Bufinefs of this Kind, he here 
premiles, that it muft be evident to the Committee, that it will be impoffible for him to prove the 
Facts aflerted, or to deteét the Parties in thefe Intrigues : But thus much he will take upon him to 
fay, that hé je convinced that the Events will prove, from the Affertions made to him to be true. 

During the Courfe of the laft Year, the Scheme of making Applications to other Parts were 
adopted ; and in ‘October Mr. James Johnfon was fent to Bengal, but returned from thence before 
he was expected, not being able to effect the Bufinefs he went on. The Nabob, and his fecond Son, 
from this Failure of their Hopes of Succefs, were induced to turn themfelves towards England. An 
Opportunity offered by the Dutton, and they embraced it, contrary to the Opinions of the Durbar. 
The following are the Subjeéts of the Embafiy.to His Majefty, as I am informed. i 

That he, the Nabob, has been long oppreffed by the €ompany and their Servants here ; and entreats 
His Majefty that he may not have the leaft Conneétion with, or be the leaft controlled by, the Gover- 
nor and Council of Madras, or the fupreme Council of Bengal ; and wifhes only to be connected with 
the King of England : That the Company’s Troops may be withdrawn from the different Forts in 


the Carnatic, as, in many Refpetts, their being ftationed there proves repugnant to his Honour and 


Intereft ; that he may have Permiffion to reduce the Myfore Country with his own Troops; that he 
may be allowed to rent the Circars to the Northward; that as there is no Moorman of Rank or 
Family in the Province of Bengal, 8zc. he hopes His Majefty will accept of his Propofal for renting 
the whole Soubafhip.——That he, the Prefident, underftands the fpecious Defigns of this Negociation 
is to have a {pecious Pretence for removing the eldeft Son to Bengal, fo that the Carnatic may be 
clear for the Succeffion of his fecond Son.

Upon the above Facts, I think there can be no Doubt that all the Salt Leafes or Coniraéts were 
granted in a Manner, And upon Terms, that a Court of Equity will deem fraudulent to the Com- 
any. Tke Company’s Servants aéting for the Company, cannot make a Bargain with themfelves ; 
| ifthey had openly faid, We will take thefe Contracts, it would have required the Confent of the 
| Company, or of the Prefident and Council, to make. it a binding Bargain, and the fettine up Third 
| Perfons to do the fame Thing fecretly, (which if done openly would have been void) cannot mend, 
but will aggravate the Cafe. It probably was underftood by the People of the Country, that the 
Servants of the Company, who were to grant the Leafes, would be Bidders for them themielves ; and 
if fo, it is not to be wondered at that there were no other Bidders befides the Perfons employed by 
them. The Terms upon which Three of the Leafes or Contracts were made, were manifeftly injurious 
tothe Company; for the Prices to be paid:by the Company for the Salt, were greater than the Dacca 
Merchants had before offered to contract for. The other Contrast (Buliah) no Doubt was a very ad- 
vantageous one. Ic may fairly be prefumed, that thofe who actually worked the Salt Farms for or 
under the Company’s Servants, would have given the fame Advantages to the Company as to 
them ; and it is not unlikely, that if the’ Farms had been: Div put up to a public Bidding, there 
might have been a Competition. amongít the Bidders, and better Terms offered to the Company 
than even thofe upon which the Company’s Servants permitted the Salt Workers to hold the Lands. 
Mr. Barwell coming into the Place of Mr. Grueber in the Manner ftated, could not acquire a bet- 
ter Right co the Leafes than Mr. Grueber had; it muft appear to him (even if the whole Facts were 
not fully difclofed) that the Bargain was an unfair and collufive one, and that he had no Right to 
reap fo great an Advantage at the Company’s Expence, without the Privity and Allowance of the 
Company. 

The Cafe of the Buliah Contraét does not, at prefent, feem to be quite-fo unfavourable a one to 
the real Contraétors, as the others; becaufe it does not appear that they were concerned or inte- 
refted in letting the Farms: But the fetting up Natives to offer Propofals for the Work, and keep- 
ing their own Names concealed, is a very {trong Circumitance of Unfairnefs ; and when the Cafe 
comes to be enquired into, I have no Doubt that many other ftrong Facts will come out; and if it 
fhould appear that the Committee of Circuit referved a Payment to themfelves, that Circumftance 
alone will be decifive Evidence of the Collufion of the Bargain. 

The proper Method for the Company to purfue, will be to file a Bill in Equity againft the Com- 
mittee of Circuit, Mr. Grueber, Mr. Barwell, Mr. Barton, and Mr. Sheeles’s Reprelentatives, for a

ordered to be (and I prefume were) publifhed in all the Provinces; there cannot be a Doubt that all 
the Company’s Servants were informed thereof, and bound thereby. 

The roth Article in thefe Regulations reftrains the, Farmer from receiving larger Rents from the 
Ryots, than the ftipulated Amount of the Pottah; and if he does, he is to pay back what he his 
fo taken, befides a Penalty equal to the Amount, to the Sircar. 

By the 11th Article, no European whatever, either in his own Name or in the Name of another, 
is allowed to hold a Farm. 

By the 17th Article, no: Banian or other Servant of the Colleétor, or Relation or Dependant d 
fach Servant, is allowed to farm Lands, or indireétly hold a Concern in any Farm; and if it fhould

Difputes arofe in the Council! refpecting the Authenticity of théfe Accounts, and thereupon Wit- 
a SC examined to prove their Authenticity, and to prove the Truth of fome Part of the 
'Contents. 

In this Inveftigation, Roope Narrain Choudry, the Ranny’s Vackeel, produced Accounts of 15,000 
Rupees given to the Governor, and 90,000 to Gentlemen of Council, by Four Bills of Exchange ; 
which Accounts the Vackeel {wears he received from Kifhore's Writer, named Diaram Burrall, and 
Gopee, a Relation of Diaram’s, as fent by Bridgeo Kishore. 

Bridgeo Kifhore being examined on Oath, admitted, that hé fent thofe Papers to the Ranny, which 
fpecified the Four Bills above mentioned, with ‘this Addition, chat the Bill ftated in the Account 
to be for 15,000 Rupees, was for 21,000 Rupees. And being afked, How the Money was applied ? 
he faid, That it being Two Years ago he could not well remember, but he believed it was to pay 
off his Debts., Being particularly examined refpecting the Paper, ftating 15,000 Rupees paid to 
the Governor, he faid, he did not fend the Paper to the Ranny, nor did he give any Money to the 
Governor; but he admitst he Accounts which {tates 55,000 Rupees as given to the Goyernor's 
Banian and his Mate. 7 

By an Account, the 15,000 Rupees is alledged to be given to the Governor, to prevent the Ra- 
jah’s houfhold Allowance from being curtailed, and becaufe the Governor had not received any thing 
upon his Succeffion to the Zemindary; but Brijoe Kifhore denies it, although Kifhore’s Writer 
{wears he wrote it by the Order of Kifhore. On Examination, Kifhore faid, That he was Matter, 
and difburfed the Durbar’s Expences according to the Cuftom of the Country, and that his Pay- 
ments would appear in the Accounts, in which he had written all the Names, and that it was not 
cuftomary to take Receipts for fuch Things. On being afked, What he had done with 5,000 Gold 
Mohurs, and 1,000 Chequins, amounting to 84,500 Sicca Rupees, paid by one of the Dowry Ser- 
vants? he anfwered, That upon the Death of the Rajah, he came to Calcutta to obtain the Confir- 
mation of the Zemindary, and as it was the Cuftom of the Country to expend large Sums on fuch 
Occafions, he then expended fuch Part of that Sum as was neceffary to obtain it, as would appear 
‘by the Papers he had figned ; and fays, it was given in Prefents to the Gentlemen according to Cuf- 
tom, and that Part went to defray his own Expences and the Wages of his Attendants, and fome 
Part he gave to Mr. Coxe. In Anfwer to the Queftion, To whom he gave Part of the Money? 
he faid; To fundry Gentlemen, fome {mall Nuzzars according to Cuítom ; he did not recolleét the 

articular Sum given to Mr. Coxe, but believed it was between 22 and 23,000 Rupees; however, 
it would be known for certain by the Account, and that he gave it becaufe Mr. Coxe exerted him- 
{elf very much. He further faid, that the Ranny ordered him to expend what he thought might be 
necefíary. for the Purpofe of getting her Son confirmed. On being afked, Whether he had any Or- 
der under the Ranny's Hand or Seal, for giving away the young Rajab’s Money ? he anfwered, To 
be fure L muft have had; it is now Five Years ago.

15th April 1772, Mr. Haftings took Poffeffion of the Place or Office of Prefident and Governor 
of Bengal, and continued in that Station till October 1774, when he took upon him the Office of 
Governor General, purfuant to A& of Parliament. =f 
Mr. Haltings did not enter into any new Covenants or Engagements to the Company on his being 
made Prefident and Governor of Bengal, but he again executed one of the common printed Coye- 
nants of Fidelity. 
- The Emoluments of the Office of Prefident and Governor of Bengal, fubfifting at the Time Mr. 
Haftings came to ‘that Station, were eltablifhed by the Court of Directors in the Year 1767, and 
were as follows ; viz. y 
A Salary of £. 3,000 per Annum. 1 per Cent. Duty on the Mint. 4 per Cent. Confulage on 
Coral. Commiffion of 24 per Cent. was to be allowed to the Company’s Servants at Bengal, to be 
computed on the Net Produce of the Company’s Territorial Revenues, which Commiffion was to be 
divided into 100 Shares, of which the Governor was to have 31 Shares. This large Proportion 
allotted to him, was declared to be in Confideration of his relinquifhing, and not being concerned in, 
any Trade whatever, even in Articles of Import and Export, and all Prefents or other Gratifications, 
as exprefled in a Deed fent out by the Direétors 16th March 1768, to be executed by Mr. Verelft 
the then Governor, and by all future Governors, on their entering into their Office. 
N. B. It does not appear that Mr, Haftings ever executed the Deed above mentioned.

Mr. Attorney General’s Opinion. 


I have read over the Cafe and the Appendix with a gòòd deal of Attention. But (perhaps for 
Want of fuficient Familiarity with the Afairs, of the Company) it appears to me very (hort, im- 
perfeét, confined, and incapable of a diftinét and fatisfactory Anfwer. 

Munny Begum was certainly a Perfon within the Defcription of the Deed of February 1765, from 
whom Mr. Haftings could not receive a’ Prefent without fubjeéting himfelf to an Action, or Bill in 
Eguity, as the Cafe might require. 

But the Cafe feems to afcribe the 150,000 R* in queftion, to Entertainment afforded the Gover- 
nor on his Progrefs, according to fome eftablifhed Ufage, nay, it feems to fuppofe that his 
Expences, if they had not been thus defrayed according to the Ufage, would have been paid by 
the Company, but were not: Now, if the Money was received- in purfuance of fuch a Ufage, openly 
prattifed ever fince the Deeds were fent over, as well as before, fairly fubmitted to the Obfervation 
of the Company, and expected by them, in Difcharge of that Expence, which they muft otherwile 
have borne, Idon’t fee with what Propriety they can inftitute any Suit for it. But in fuch a Cafe the 
Faét could not be doubtful. a 

The Evidence, as it is here ftated, is ftill more defeétive: If the Appendix is adopted by the 
Direétors, and meant to make a Part of the Cafe, it throws Difcredit upon all the Information fo 
colle£ted. Nundcomar’s Information goes for nothing. If he were otherwife credible, this makes 
but One Article among others, which feem to be difbelieved. —Rajah Goordafs is liable to the fame 
Obfervation. He is difbelieved (I collect fo at leaft from the State of the Cafe) in Articles which 
he depofes more circumftantially, and is exprefsly ftated to vary in his Account of this. The 
Begum and Chyten Dur alfo denied at firft, that they knew any Thing of the Matter. No Conclufion 
can be drawn with Certainty from Mr. Haftings's Queftions, without hearing more of the Occafion and 
Application of them : It is uncertain, whether he meant to queftion the Truth of the Begum’s Account 
by drawing her into a more particular Explanation; or to juftify the Faét, under the Cafe fappoted 
before, of Ufage, The Nabob’s Warrant, which feems rather to confirm the Accoun laft given 
by the Begum and Chyten Dur, ftill goes no further than the fame Cafe of Ufage. Mahomed

Though it might probably enough come within the Word 
Allowance in the Covenant, yet I think it would-be rather a rigid Conftruction, to apply that to the 
Governor’s merely living at the Nabob’s Expence while refident in his Capital, efpecially. if the con: 
ftant Cuftom of India has been fuch. It is alfo material to know whether the Governor, under the 
Circumftances in which he then ftood, might have charged his Expences at Moorfhedabad to the 
Company; in which Cafe the Money he received from the Treafury of the Nabob on that Accoun, 
mutt be confidered as having already come to their Ufe, at leaft as to fo much as might realonably 
have been charged to them. 

At all Events, I cannot think it advifeable for the Company to commence any Suit againft Mr. 
Haftings, upon fuch Evidence as ftated in this Cafe.; efpecially under the Circumftances, and in te

The Sum however appears a very large,one to be placed to the Account of Entertainment, for the 
Time Mr. Haltings was at Moorfhedabad, and the Matter may therefore deferve a further Inquiry, 
If be Court of Directors eliink'the Information of Goordafs deferves any Attention, they may file a 
Bill againft Mr. Haftings for a Difcovery, waving all Penalties and Forfeitures.

You will be informed by the General Letter from the Secret Department, of the Decree paffed by 
the Majority on the gth Inftant, for difmiffing Munny Begum from her Office of Guardian to the 
Nabob, and from the Charge of his Houfhold, and for conferring thofe Trufts on Rajah Goordafs, 
the Son of Maharaja Nundcomar. 

A Revolution fo fudden, fo extraordinary, and fo important in all its Confequences, required the 
moft wary Circumfpeétion in thofe who projeéted it, and the molt affured Conviction, both of its 
Juftice and Neceflity, before-they carried it into Execution. It will naturally be concluded, that they 
proceeded on fome Proofs or ftrong Prefumption, that the Begum had diffipated or embezzled the 
Nabob’s Eftate, grofsly negleéted his Education, or engaged in Projects which might injure the 
Peace of the Country, the Company’s Interefts, or their Conneétion with the Nabob; or, at leaft, 
that fhe had been concernéd in Difputes with their Government, or Enctoachments on their 
Dewanny Privileges. You will expect, that in the Proceedings againft the Begum, the ftriéteft Regard 
will have been paid to her Honour, and every fcrupulous Attention obferved, which the Delicacy 
of the Oriental Manners prefcribes, with reípeét to her Sex, and her Rank and Charaéter particularly 
demand. And that, in the Choice of her Succeffor, due Confideration has been paid to the Requifites 
for fo diflinguifhed a Charge ; that his Rank is fuch as at leaft may not wound the Nabob's Honour, 
or lefien his Credit in the Eftimation of the People, by the magifterial Command which the new 
Guardian muft exercile over him, with Abilities and Vigour of Mind equal to the Support of that 
Authority ; and the World will expect, that the Guardian be efpecially qualified, by his own acquired 
Endowments, to difcharge the Duties of that Relation in the Education of his young Pupil, to infpire 
him with Sentiments fuitable to the Dignity of his Birth, and to inftru& him in the Principles of his - 
Religion, : 

How far thefe Points have been attended to by the Majority in this Tranfaction, will beft appear 
from the following authentic Detail of it. 

On the Second Inftant, General Clavering reported to the Board, that Mr. James Grant has 
obtained Poffeffion of the Accounts of the Nabob’s Houfhold for Eight Years paft, and had 
brought them to Calcutta, with the Perfon from whom he had received them, for the Purpofe of depo- 
fiting them in the Hands of Government; thinking them of great Importance to the Company’s 
Intereft. ee : 2 

Mr. James Grant was called before the Board, with his Informant Noonit Roy, and delivered a 
Parcel of Papers, containing Accounts written in the Perfian Language, which they faid were 
the Accounts of the Nizamut, and would prove that Munny Begum, on her Appointment to the 
Management of the Nabob’s Houfhold, had overcharged Nine Lacks Sixty thoufand and odd 
Rupees in the Arrears then due to that Office.

Extract of Letter from the Governor General to the Court of Direétors; dated gift of 
July 1775. 


Re : 

The Begum, fince her Difgrace, has been added to the Litt of my Accufers; the Manner in which 
this extraordinary Manceuvre was effected, will be too plainly fugeefted, even by the Facts which 
appear in the abrupt and myfterious Relation of it by Mr. Goring. 

Mr. Goring was deputed by the Board to diveft the Begum of her Authority, to place it in the 
Hands of the Son of Nundcomar, to receive from the Begum the Accounts of the Nabob’s Ex- 
pences, and to deliver them to the Gentlemen who were at the {ame Time appointed to examine and 
report them to the Board. What private Inftruétions he received, I know not; but one of his firít 
Aéts of Authority, after having taken Care to imprefs the Begum with a proper Idea of the Ex- 
tent of his Power over her own Perfon, by apprizing her of the Order of the Board for her Re- 
moval from the Palace to a remote Houfe in the City, and that the Execution of this Order depend- 
ed folely in his Option, was to imprifon Etwy Ally Cawn, ber chief Eunuch and confidential Servant, 
on the Complaint of one of the Servants of the Houfhold, refpecting a private Grievance, totally 
foreign from the declared Purpofes of Mr. Goring's Commiflion. By this Species of Torture, in- 
flicted on the Mind of a weak Woman, who had hitherto: been accuftomed to the genteeleft Treat- 
ment and moft refpectful Addrefs from all Perfons, of what Rank foever, who approached her, jhe 
was compelled to deliver a Paper to Mr. Goring, containing an Account of Two Sums charged to have 
been paid to Mr. Middleton and myfelf, each amounting to 1,50,000 Rupees, Edwar Ally was in 
confequence immediately releafed from Imprifonment, and the Begum permitted to continue in Poffeffior 
of ber own Apartments. 

It is remarkable, that even the obvious Precaution of introducing this ftrange Production with 
fome Circumftances which might mark it as the voluntary Aét of the Begum, was totally difre- 
garded; and the Begum, a Woman of the firt Rank in the Province, made abrub:ly to prefent a 
formal Accufation againtt the firt Member of the prefent, and the two firt Members of the laft 
Adminiftration, with the gloomy Silence of a common mercenary Informer. 

The following Excraéts will ferve as a Specimen of the Oppreflion exercifed on the Begum and 
her Officers; the Mode chofen by Mr. Goring for eluding the Appeals which fhe might be pro- 
voked to make to the Supreme Court of Juftice ; and the Derifion with which this infolent young 
Man has dared to treat her Feelings, even in a Letter written by him to the Council.

Such is the State of the Perfon whom your former Adminiftration thought worthy of being placed 
in the firt Office of Dignity in thefe Provinces, and whom your fubfequent Commands have fince 
confirmed in that Truft, with Expreffions of your fulleft Approbation, and even the moft honourable 
Teftimonies of your Applaufe beftowed on myfelf for the Part which I had in the Plan and Con.

Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 


Early this Morning we received a Letter from General Clavering and Mr. Francis, informing us 
of your Refolution of Yefterday, “ That the Places and Offices held by General Clavering, of Senior — 
PA Counfellor of the Prefidency of Fort William, and Commander in Chief of the Company’s Forces 
« in India, were vacant;” and defiring us to point out any Means that might occur to us, to remedy 
that, which they conceived to be an Injuítice done to General Claverine. ` 

We affure ourfelves, that the uncommon Importance of this Cafe, with all its poffible Confe- 
quences, will fufficiently apologize for our immediate Interference, by our Opinion and Advice ; 
and we venture to hope, that, although we have received no Application from you, yet, as on a 


` late important Occafion General Clavering and Mr. Francis acquiefced implicitly in our Opinion, 


given at your Defire, we may be honoured with equal Attention on your Part, when at their Requeft 
we deliver our Sentiments on an Event, which we confider as Part of the fame Tranfaction. 

We cannot be of Opinion (except perhaps in the cafe of legal Conviétion of certain Crimes) that 
your Honourable Board can, by itsown Authority, either remove any Member from the Council, 
or declare his Seat to be vacant. 


The Advice which upon this Occafion we wifh to fubmit to you, is, that you would recede from 
putting in Execution thofe Refolutions which can.anywife prevent the General from the full and im- 
mediate Exercife of his feveral Offices of Senior Counfellor of this Prefidency, and Commander in 
Chief of the Company’s Forces; and that all Parties be placed in the fame Situation in which they 
ftood before the Receipt of the laft Advices from England; referving and fubmitting to a Decifion 
in England, the refpeétive Claims that each Party may conceive they have a Right to make, but nog 
acting upon thofe Claims, until fuch Decifion fhall arrive in Bengal.

Firft, then, we take it for granted, that Mr. Macleane was empowered to fignify to the Court 
of Directors the Defire of Mr. Hattings to refign his Office, becaufe the Direétors (who alone are 
the competent Judges of that Point, fo far as it relates to the prefent Queftion) tell us, that they 
had infpeéted his Powers, and had thereupon wnanimoufly refolved to accept ¿be Refignation. It will reft 
with Mr. Macleane and the Court of Directors, to anfwer for their Conduét, if either he has aéted 
without Power, or they have accepted the Refignation without fufficient Evidence of his poffeffing 
fuch Powers.

The fecond Faét is, the Attempt made by Mr. Haftings and Mr. Barwell to remove General Cla- 
verine from his Seat in Council, and from the Chief Command of the Forces in India. 

Our feparate Proceedings as a Board on the 20th Inftant, with the Papers which form an Appendix 
to them, will give you a perfect Knowledge of the firt Tranfaction : The Proceedings of Mr, 
Hiaftings and Mr. Barwell, in a Council held by them, by Adjournment, from the 2oth to the 23d 
Inftant, will inform you of the Second. We beg Leave to refer you to the compleat Copies of 
our refpective Proceedings, which are fent Home by the prefent Conveyance. ` 

In this Addrefs we mean to confine ourfelves to a fhort and diftin& Narrative of the feveral Facts, 
ih the Order in which they happened, without any Obfervations of our own. This Narrative, and 
the Papers entered on our Proceedings, will naturally throw a Light on each other, and explain to 
you the whole Tranfaétion. 

Your Packet arrived here on Thurfday the 19th Inftant, containing a Poftícript, dated the goth 
of October 1776, to your General Letter of the 25th of the fame Month, with fundry other Papers, 
relative to the Refignation of Mr. Haftings of the Office of Governor General, and to the Nomi- 
nation and Appointment of Mr, Wheler to the Seat in Council, avoided by the Refignation of Mr. 
Haftings, and confequent Promotion of General Clavering to the Place and Office of Governor 
General. An attefted Copy of an Inftrument, under His Majefty’s Sign Manual, by which His 
Majefty confents to, approves, and confirms the Appointment of Mr. Wheler, was received at the 

fame Time, and read in full Council. As foon as they were read the Council broke up, though re- 
gularly, as we conceive, the Surrender of the Chair, and the Keys of the Fort, and of the feveral

to Mr. Haftings induced General Clavering to wait a reafonable Time for the formal Surrender of 
the Government to him; but Mr. Haftings having made no Communication whatfoever to General 
Clavering before ro o’Clock the next Morning, the General thought it incumbent upon him to fend 
a formal Requifition in Writing to Mr. Haftings, of the Keys of the New Fort, and of the Trea- 
faries, He then ordered the Secretary to fummons Mr. Barwell and Mr. Francis, in his Name, 45 
‘Governor General, to meet him in the Council Houfe at 11 o’Clock. Cobfiderie his actual Situa- 
tion at this Time, you will fee that the General was reduced, by Mr. Haltings’s Silence; to decide 
inftantly between Two oppofite Refolutions, either to affert the Right Ch Ead devolved to him, 
and to take the formal Steps neceflary for affuming the Government, or to have acquiefced in 
Silence in the continued Poffeflion of it by another, We fubmitto Judgment, how far fuch a ne- 
gative Acquiefcence might have been deemed an indirect Surrender of his Right.

Having not had it in my Power to enter into à particular Confideration of the new Viéualline 
Contract, I take this Opportunity of declaring, that I entirely concur in Mr. `Wheler's Remarks 
upon it. I find it is formed upon the fame exorbitant Principles with the Bullock Contra, aad 
to be executed by the fame Perfons—that is, a Variety of concealed Interefts are to be provided 
for; under the Name of Mr. Croftes. On this Part of the Subject I muft obferve, that the Two 
Contraéts ought not, on any Account, to be in the fame Hands; no one Perfon is equal to the Con- 
duct of Two fuch extenfive Concerns.—In the Second Place I muft declare, that the prefent Con- 
tractors, whoever they are, are the moft improper Perfons that could be chofen for the like Trut 
in future. The Contraéts never were fo ill executed as by the prefent Contractors; their Bullocks 
have never been ready or fit for Service when called upon; and the Proyifions to the Euro- 
peans, particularly the Beef, has been fuch as muft have produced a Mortality among them, if 
they had eaten it. The Contractor has never given an Ounce of Mutton to the Europeans in 
Fort William fince February laft; in confequence of which they have ufually taken Cowries in lieu 
of the Carrion Beef with which he would have fupplied them.

I arrived at Moorfhedabad on the Morning of the roth; and left it Yefterday Morning to pro- ECH 
ceed on my Journey.

In frequent Converfation with the Nabob, I- preflingly recommended to him a fé Atendan 
to Frugality and Œconomy in the Regulation of his Expences; and left with hima Plan in 
Writing for that Purpofe, being the Subftance of the Advice which I had verbally offered to 
him. A Copy of ‘this is inclofed. He gave me the moft folemn Affurances, and with great ap- 
parent Sincerity, that he would invariably adhere to it; and as his Intereft is concernéd in it, of 
which he is not infenfible, I have no Doubt of his Maintaining that Refolution. At all Events, 
the Prefence and Authority of the Refident, on whofe Vigilance I can implicitly rely, will pre- 
vent any material Deviation from it. But in effeét, I do not apprehend that he will ftand in 
Need of a Controul, as his Difpofition is gentle, and as fufceptible of good Impreffions, as it 
has been unfortunately too much expofed to bad. I fhould be forry that a Suggeftion of his 
Want of proper Difcernment in the Choice of his Confidents and Affociates fhould appear even 
in our Secret Records, if I had not a very firm Perfuafion that his future Conduét will redeem, 
his Credit in that Particular.
